SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH- 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS. 


THe sole hgad of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter section of available Do- 
minion land in Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
or Alberta, The applicant must appear 
in person at the Dominion Lands Agency 
or Sub-Agency for the District. Entry 
by proxy may be made at the oftice of 
any Local Agent of Dominion Lands 
(not sub-agent), on certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on a 
farm of at least 80 acre, on certain con- 
ditions, A habitable house is required 
in every case, except when residence is 
performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter- 
section alongside his homestead. Price 
$8 per acre. Duties—Six months resi- 
dence in each of six years from date of 
homestead gut (including the time re- 
quired to earn homestead patent) and 50 
acres extra cultivation, The area of 
cultivation is subject to reduction in case 
of rough, serubby or stony land after 
report by Homestead Inspector on appli- 
cation for patent. 

A homesteader who has exhausted his 
homestead right and cannot obtain a 
pre-emption may take a purchased home- 
stead in certain districts, Price $3 per 
acre. Duties— Must reside six months 
in each of three years, cultivate 50 acres 
and erect a house worth $300,

Put up all Your 

Advices have been received by the 
Calgary Board of Vrade to the effect 
that the Ontario and Quebec hay 
crops will not reach the average. It 
is stated that in Quebec, possibly the 
largest producing Province of this 
commodity in Canada, an exceedingly 
s.nall crop will be garnered. Ontario 
will probably realize a little better than 
Quebec but it is evident that, that 
Province will nut have nearly sufficient 
to meet local demands. Prince Ed- 
ward Islandand Nova Scotia are in 
good shape in this regard, but it is 
thought that their surplus will not off. 
set the shortage in the two larger 
provinces. 

The situation in Europe will prob- 
ably be responsible fora shortage in 
seme of those countries. A large 

number of the men who would be em- 

ployed in putting up this crop have 
been called to the war, and it is safe 
to assume that should there be a sur- 
plus in any one of these countries it 
will be very jealously guarded. 

Another feature of the situation is 
that the British government are pur- 
chasing a large number of \estern 
mounts who will thrive better on West- 
ern Canadian hay and oats which they 
have been accustomedto. ‘These con- 
ditions will readily convey to the farm- 
ers in those districts where hay is 
plentiful, the need for every blade 
being cut and carefully stacked, pend- 
ing the demand, which is sure to come 
during the winter. 

It is not improbable that prairie hay 

_ will demand a much better figure than 

previously, as timothy and other more 
valuable grasses will be exported and 
the demands for the former will pro- 
portionately increase. 


It will be the wise farmer who will 
take advantage of these conditions and 
see that when haying is over, his fields} 
are dotted with a number of good hig 
stacks. ‘here are many who would 
not be surprised during the coming 
winter to see prairie hay exported and 
I have no doubt should this condition 
arise, that the railways will put in 
through rates to Britian and other 
countries from Alberta, in order 4 
facilitate the movement, and farmers 
should see to it that this Province is 
ina position to supply a large amount 
of hay when the demand arises. 


The Olds School 
of Agriculture 


In all probability the Olds School 
of Agriculture will be full to the doors 
again during the coming winter. with 
boys taking Agriculture a.id girls tak- 
ing the Household Science course. 
Forty two of last year’s students signed 
application blanks for entry to the 
school for the course beginning .Oc- 
tober 27th, 1914. Already 47 new 
boys have signed their applications 
for the first years course. This gives 
a total enrolment of 89 students re 
gistered. Now, this school cannot 
possibly accept more than one hun- 
dred boys and Principal Elliott would 
like to remind those who are think- 
ing of attending the school to get in 
their applications just as promptly as 
possible. Itis quite possible that a 
few out of the 42 who registered last 
spritig for the second year’s work may 
be unable to attend. In that event 
we will be able to register a few more, 
but after we have passed the one 
hundred mark in our registration for 
boys it will then be necessary to place 
all applications received on a reserve 
file. Then they can only be adinitted 


if some other boy who has registered 
previously drops out. 

Allapplications are kept in the or- 
der in which they are received, and 
this is simply fair warning for all boys 
who may wish to~attend the Olds 
School! of Agriculture. . 

There is a possibility however, that 
either the Claresholm or Vermillion 
Schools of Agriculture may not have 
a complete enrolment. In that event, 
any boys received over the one hunred 
mark will have the privilege of going 
to either of the other two schools. 

The saine large attendance iy pro- 
mised with regard to the Household 
Science course for girls. We can only 
accommodate fifty girl students, and 
up to date twenty four applications 
are on file. \We would like to remind 
all young ladies who wish to take this 
course that it will be necessary to nave 
their applications in on time. W. J.

Special Course for Staffs 
of the Agricultural Schools 


The Ministers of Agriculture and of 
Education are co-operating to still fur- 
ther increase the efficiency of the pro- 
vincial agricultural schoo!s. The 
teaching staff of the three institutions 
are meeting in Olds during the month 
of September, for the purpose of stand: 
ardizing the work in each of the spe- 
cial courses of instruction offered, and 
for the special consideration of the 
problems and methods of teaching. 
The variation in the age and pre- 
vious educational attainment of the 
young men and women wha enrol at 
the agricultural schools is so great 
that the problem of instruction is one 
of peculiar difficulty. The helpfulness 
of a professional course for those en- 
gaged as instructors is also fully re- 


cognized, It is these two consider 
ations which led the government to 
make the necessary arrangements for 
this special courge of one month’s dur 
ation, 

‘This is the first time on the contin- 
ent that such a professional course has 
heen given te the instructors in agri- 
cultural schuvo's or colleges, and .is 
another evidence of the fact that the 
Minister of Agriculture and the Board 
of Agricultural Education are deter- 
mined that the instruction provided at 
the agricultural schools shall be as 
« fficient as possible,

mediate direction of |r. J.C. Miller, 
Provincial Director of ‘echnical Edu-

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HANDLING BAGGAGE 


A System That Simolifies Matters for 
the Railroad Men 

Like most other mysteries, that of 
handling the thousands of pieces of 
luggage that come to a great railroad 
station has a aimple solution. It seems 
to the layman that there must be con- 
fusion when ‘ncoming trains dump 
hundreds of trunks and hand bags in- 
to the baggag? rooms for distribution 
to all quarters of the city. system, 
which has ‘comc to play an important 
part in all buriness nowadays, has 
made baggage handling a rather simple 
matter for tho railroads. It is the 
use of a key number that does the 
trick. 

Thavelers havo noticed that their 
check numbers run into six figures, if 
they pay cattertion to the figures on 
their checks at all. It is the third of 
these units, counting back from the 
final number, that is the key to tho 
whole system of dstribution. The ex- 
pressman who handles the baggage for 
its home distributton hands into the 
baggage agent-his mass of collected 
checks, all :orted on that basis, and 
the baggage hendlers hustle the stutf 
out with very little delay. 

Suppose hy has only a few checks 
front an incoming local train. They 
may read 384741, 284301, 384599, 384.- 
736, 384812, 384487, 384622, 384256, 384.. 
739, 384747, 384056 and 384123. In each 
case the first three figures are identi- 
cal—384. fhe first variation begins 
with the fouith, or hundreds, unit. By 
means of this unit he separates his 
checks—all the 7's in one bunch, all 
the 6's in another, and so on. 

In the baggage room the trunks and 
bags are distributed as soon as reeciv- 
ed in ten apartments, each bearing a 
unit number, from 0 to 9. That num- 
ber invariably represents the hund- 
reds unit of the-claimant’s check. The 
trunk with a 384543 check would go to 
the same ccm partment as one num- 
bered 385643 or 383543 or 12543 or 
987543. The figure 6 is the key fig- 
ure, with the result that there is never 
any confusicn or trouble in locating 
the baggage desired. It would be in 
the compartment numbered 6. 

This simple plan solves the mystery 
as to the prompt location of a piece of 
hand baggage when a passenger rolls 
up to the baggage room door in-a taxi 
to get the pizce of luggage he has had 
checked and has to wait but a moment 
to obtain it. It is a very simple solu- 
tion of the trouble that a few years 
ago annoyed all travellers who had to 
wait for baggage to be transferred 
from one terminal to another in their 
Own convey.unce.,

FRANCE IN SOUTH AMERICA 


Its Influence In the Metling Pot of the 
Latin Races 

South America is the melting pot of 
the Latin races, and the French influ- 
ence now seems to predominate over 
that of Spain. Italy is well represent- 
ed, especially i1 strong Argentina. 
Brazil-seems to be the most polyglot 
of them all, for here the native Portu. 
guese is mingled not only with the 
Spanish and French and English, but a 
great deal of German. In the south of 
Brazil 90 per cent. of the people speak 
German, and Portuguese is not always 
enforced as the language even of the 
public schools. 

The large German colonies here do 
not affiliate with these people as they 
do with the Anglo-Saxon brathers of 
the north. They live to themselves, 
they retain thei: own language and 
customs. In Chile, where there are 
many English, .oo, the Germans direct 
the education of the country. Buenos 
Ayres is close to this Germanic group 
in Southern Brazil and feels its influ- 
ence, though Argentina secms the 
most unified and progressive of the 
republics in point of literary expres- 
sion and cultuve. 

French influence also is felt in Bra- 
ail, Rio de Janeiro itself was founded 
as a refuge for French Huguenots 
though they were afterward driven 
back. In Paris today one hears that a 
youth is to emigrate to America, but 
probably it is to Rio that he is going. 
There are many French immigrants, 
and French is required in most of the 
schools and is next to the native 
tongue in importance in Northern 
Brazil. Formerly in Brazil Spanish or 
German always came next to French, 
but it is said that seme of the states 
now require 
guage and that Brazilians are proud of 
their English.

Yet it is not vengeance she poor are 
wanting. They only want help, and! 
they do not dream how much we could 
give them, besides alms. They stand 
afar off, and look at us, beseeching 
too timid to knock at our forbidding 
portals. But the White Death, who 
has been their bed-fellow, is not abash- 
ed by any grendeur, or stopped by any 
bar. He comes straight from the filthy 
hovel to our homes, and peers in upon 
us through the windows, while we 
feast and laugh. He pushes open the 
door, and strides in, and sitting down 
at our very fireside, looks into the 
faces of our best beloved, so that they 
cry out and die! 

The revenge of the slums falls not 
only upon the individual, but upon the 
city, in all its interests and activities.

It falls upon the churches, by rais- 
ing up those who defeat and defy 
them, by lowering the whole moral 
tone of the community, and increasing 
the resistance to the powers of good. 

These are the ways in which we are 
scourged by the slums, and until we 
learn our lesson, we must continue to 
suffer as well as the poor.—Albioa 
Fellows Bac.n in The Survey.
